, Mr. Roosevelt in his letter said: 


"Mr. Taft can be trusted to exact jus- 


/tice from the railroads for the reason 
i*hat he can be trusted to do justice to 
•the railroads. The railroads are the chief 
'instruments of interstate commerce in 
the country, and they can neither be 
?he]d to a proper accountability on the one 
'hand nor given proper protection on the 
other, save by affirmative ction of thb 
'federal government. The law 
as 
laid 


'down by federal courts clearly shows that 
^the states have not and cannot devise 
Jaws adequate to meet the problems caus- 
ed^}' the great growth of the railroads 
'doing an interstate commerce business 
'fo-r raore than four-fifths of the business 
••of the railroads is interstate, and under 
:*he constitution of the United states 
only the federal government can cxer- 
.cise" control thereover. 
It is absolutely 


necessary that this control should be af- 
%rmative and thoroughgoing. 


"All interstate business carried on by 


the great corporations should, in the in- 
terest of the whole people, bp far more 
ycbsely supervised than at present by 
tie national government; but this is es 
.pecially 
true of the railroads, which 


xan not exist at all save by the exercise 
of powers granted them on behalf o:' th 
people, and which, therefore, should be 
held to a peculiar accountability to the 
•people. It is in the interest of the peo 
pie that they should not bo permittee 
*o do injustice; and it is no less to the. 
interest of the people that they shonk 
fcct be permitted to do injustice; and i 
fs no less to the interest of the pcoph 
Ahat they should not suffer 
injustice 


tTheir prime purpose is to carry the com 
•nodities of the farmers and the busmen, 
men; they could not be built save fo 
the money contributed to them by thei 
Shareholders; they could not be run a 
«,11 save for the money paid out in wage 
to the railroad employes; and finnlh 
(they could not be run judiciously, o 
profitably to any one, were it not for th 
employment of them of some masterfu 
guiding intelligence, whether of one mar 
pr of a group of men.

"Mr. Taft has been attacked because 


of the injunctions he delivered while on 
the bench. I nm content to rest his case 
on these injunctions; 1 maintain that 
they show why all our people should be 
grateful to him and should feel it safe 
to entrust their dearest interests to him. 
Most assuredly he never 1ms yielded and 
never will yield to threat or pressure of 
any sort, as little if it comes from labor 
as'if it comes from capital; he will no 
more tolerate the violence of a mob than 
the corruption and oppression and arro- 
gance of a corporation or of a wealthy 
man. He will not consent to limit the 
power of the courts to put a stop to 
wrong doing wherever found. This fact 
should make the labor people feel a pe- 
culiar confidenco in him. He 
has 
in- 


curred the bitter hostility of foolish and 
bigoted reactionaries by his frank crit- 
icism of the abuse of the power of 'in- 
junction in labor disputes, nnd 
he 
is 


pledged to do all he can to put a stop to 
the abuses in the exercise of the power of, 
injunction. 
He will never promise any-, 


thing that he will not do nil in his pow- 
er to perform. He can always be trust- 
id to do a li'itle better than his word, 
nd the fnct that before election lie will 
ot prom in; the impossible is in itself a 
unrimty ;hat after election all that is 
ossible will be done. 


For Whole Country. 


:His record as a judge makes the whole

Grobman is a traveling man who has 


been serving time in the county jail at 
Rockford for some months.

On the completion of same he was tak- 


en charge of by the Wirmebago county 
authorities and sentenced to a term in 
the eounty jail. During his incarcera- 
tion it developed that he was a. bigamist 
as well as a professional hotel beat. 
With a wife in Racine he was united in 
marriage at Freeport to a young woman 
from the central part of the state, and 
came to Belvidere where they lived for 
somo time at a hotel. 


Wife to Press .Charge. 


The Racine wife wrote to Chief Bar- 


gren of Rockford for particulars of Grob- 
man's last marriage, and was referred to 
the Freeport authorities. She said she 
would push the bigamy charge to the 
limit. Grobman has evidently reached 
the end of his criminal rope for the 
present at least, as a penitentiary stay 
looks certain in his case. 


Victims in-Racine. 


Grobman was a resident of Racine and 


employed as agent of II, J. Smith in the 
sale of pianos. 
By making collections 


for sale of pianos he swindled Mr. Smith 
out of considerable money. As soon as 
he serves his time on charge of bigamy 
he will be arrested -and brought here and 
prosecuted on the charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. 


When Grobman was incarcerated at 


the Rockford, 111., jail, he begged and 
pleaded with his wife for forgivenness, 
'on account of their children, but he for- 
got thnt his wife was in a hospital when 
he deserted her, and that he left her 
without a thought of whether she would 
live or die.

FILTRATION ONLY MAKESHIFT FOR 


PURE WATER. - 


If States and Municipalities Can Not 


Prevent Pollution of Water, United 
States and Canadian Government Will 
Take Steps to Avoid Epidemics. 


MILWAUKEE, Sept. ]2.—"A double 


reason exists for sewage disposal other 
than dumping into the-lake," said Maj. 
W. V. Judson, -United States 
engineer, 


yesterday. "The Michigan water com- 
mission agreed with me yesterday that 
even at a distance of twenty or thirty 
miles 
from shore 
the purity of 
the 


water supply was not assured from sew- 
age contamination. 


"But even though a water supply ab- 


solutely safe 
froiu 
sewage 
pollution 


could be obtained at that distance, it 
would not be practical to extend the in- 
take any considerable distance from the 
shore. 
The cost of another method of 


sewage disposal would be much Jess than 
an extensive lengthening of the intake 
pipe." 


Filtration a Makeshift. 


"The Lake Michigan water 
commis- 


sion yesterday agreed that filtration as 
a moans of purifying 
water 
polluted 


from sewage was un undesirable make- 
shift," said Health Commissioner G. A. 
Bading. "In the Sheboygan case, where 
an epioVmie of typhoid has resulted from 
impure water, the cxton»ion of the in- 
take to secure a supply less .contami- 
nated was recommended for temporary 
partial relief, and the installation of a 
sewage disposal plant was recommended 
for permanent relief. 


"Tho commission agreed that a filtra- 


tion plant, especially when operated by 
a private corporation, wss seldom kept 
in proper condition, and that at the best 
it was not so desirable to attempt to 
purify polluted water as to prevent pol- 
lution. 


Government May Act. 


"The ultimate keeping of all sewage 


from the great lakes is inevitable, and 
if the states and localities will not or 
cannot accomplish this, the federal gov- 
ernment and the government of Canada 
will take the necessary steps to secure 
other methods of sewage disposal."

.^sult of this amended charter the tre- 
mendous land grant was just doubled— 
and Union Pacific was.given every alter- 
nate section of land in a strip forty miles 
wide Hiid 1,000 miles long. But the right 
of way of the railroad, by the same act 
of congress, was reduced from 400 feet 
to 200 "feet in width. However, the pro-" 
motors decided they could easily give up 
a 200-foot strip in order to secure a ten- 
mile strip.

The amendment was passed before the 


railroad hod ever actually taken posses- 
sion of the right of wny. At that time 
the country was simply raw prairie, with 
Indians and buffalo galore. It was five 
years before the. steel rails were gotten 
into position and the railroad completed.

Crowds of people gath- 
ered and the feeling ran high and threats 
of lynching were heard.

Just after we passed the rail- 
way I tried to get hold of her, but she 
fought me something awful, but I finally 
managed to throw her to the ground and 
then she reached up and got hold of my 
hair. This made me mad and I reached 
out along the road and picked up a iiig 
rock and began to beat her over the hend. 
After a while she lay quiet. It was just 
about this time that 1 heard some one 
coming along the road and 1 loft her in 
the ditch and ran away. 
She did not 


move or make any outcry, but I felt 
prettv certain she was not dead. I went 
right home and went to bed and shortly 
afterward the police came and arrested 
me."
